PROPOSED  AMENDMENT. 

Kvery  Bill  which  shall  have  pa.ssed  the  Hou.se  of  Representatives 
and  Senate  shall,  if  unanimously  approved  by  each  House,  become  a 
la’  r,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  upon  such  Bill  shall  be  en- 
tei  ed  on  the  journal  of  each  House,  respectiv’ely. 

:hit  if  not  unanimously  approved  by  one-fifth,  or  more,  of  the 
House  in  which  it  originated,  it  shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of 
the  I nited  States,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  send  a copy  of  the 
I5i  1 to  the  Governor  of  each  .State  and  Territory  of  the  United  States,

or  to  such  officer  or  officers  as  may  be  duly  elected  by  the  voters  of 
each  State  and  Territory  of  the  United  States  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  article  as  is  herein  set  forth,  who  shall  furnish  a 
copy  of  the  Bill,  as  it  is  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  to  every  voter  in  the  State  or  Territory  by  the  official  elected 
to  perform  this  service,  at  least  one  week  previous  to  tlie  -time  ap- 
pointed for  voting  thereon ; and  at  the  expiration  of  that  session  of 
Congress,  during  which  session  the  Bill  was  passed  upon  by  Congress, 
the  Governors,  or  other  authorized  officials  of  the  United  States  and 
Territories  of  the  L^nited  States,  shall  call  an  election  of  the  voters  of 

the  State  or  Territory  which  they  may  be  authorized  to  represent,  at 

which  election  it  shall  be  matie  obligatory  for  all  voters  to  record 
themselves  as  for  or  against  each  and  every  Bill  so  presented,  by 
writing  his  or  her  name  upon  a blank  left  within  the  Bill  for  that  pur- 
pose, with  either  “yes”  or  “no”  written  under  the  name.  And  each 
State  and  Territory  .shall,  through  provisions  of  its  own  making,  sum- 
marize the  result  of  such  election  and  present  the  same  to  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States,  which  body  shall,  as  its  first  business  after 
its  organization  at  its  next  .session,  determine  the  number  of  votes  cast 
for  and  against  the  Bill;  and  the  number  of  votes  received  bv  Congress 
from  each  State  and  Territory  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each 
House  respective!}',  as  so  received,  and  if  approved  by  a majority  of 
the  votes  so  ca.st  it  shall  become  a law. 

But  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  have  po’ver  to,  and 
may  on  extraordinary  occasions,  call  an  election  through  authorized 
channels,  m every  State  and  Territory  in  the  United  States,  designat- 
ing the  time  of  holding  such  election  and  the  time  of  making  tlie  re- 
'^turns  thereof. 

Copies  of  all  Bills  originating  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  that  shall  he  voted  on  by  the  electors  of  each  State  and  Terri- 
tory of  the  Ihiited  States,  shall  be  provided  by  that  State  or  Territorv 
wherein  said  bills  are  voted  upon,  and  they  shall  be  printed  on  good, 

_ substantial  paper,  in  a plainly  legible  manner,  with  a blank  left  on 
the  face  side  of  the  Bill,  near  the  middle  thereof,  o:  not  less  than  two 
inches  long  and  three-fourths  of  an  inch  w’ide:  and  the  name  <^5  the 
county  and  the  name  or  number  of  the  city,  town,  parish  and  pre- 
cinct wherein  such  Bill  shall  be  voted  upon  .shall  be  printed  oii  tlie 
back  of  the  same. 
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
